It has been the custom of the State Department 
in previous years to notify school boards and superin- 
tendents on or about February 1, of the amount of 
money required by law for schools, and the amount to 
be raised entitling districts to state aid. 

Therefore the school warrant and recommenda-~ 
tions for the amounts to be assessed by the select- 
men for the coming year have been omitted as the date 
of meeting and amount of money required cannot be 
reported at present. 

The spring term consisted of 14 weeks, the fall 
18, making a total of 32 weeks.
